Altogether the country consumed nearly 
eleven and a half million dollars worth 
of canned beans in 130?. 


Labels by the Mile. 


The labels which w sre used to cover the 
cans, if spread out side by side and end 
to end, would cover nine square miles, the 
area of a good sized c ity .' If l**d end to 
end in a single strip they would reach 
half way around the earth a t the equator, 
or Ave times across the continent from 
New York to San Francisco. 
The cans piled end on end would m ake 
tw enty-six thousand Eiffel towers, and 
enough would be left over to m ake Ave 
hundred W ashington monuments. 
Tremendous as these figures may seem. 
there is plenty of room for the growth of 
the canned bean Industry. The whole (ac­ 
tory output of baked beans each year 
m akes only four m eals for each^ man. 
woman and child in th# United States. 
The United States D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture and the best food dietetic experts 
agree th a t the ordinary diet of the aver­ 
age man m ight profitably Include six 
ounces of bean# each day.

•tatee, beans have become as much a 
staple crop as wee w heat a quarter of a 
century ago. 
From an economic stand­ 
point It is a valuable addition to the crop 
rotation of any region because of the fact 
th a t beans improve tho land upon which 
they are grown.

than this the growing of the field bean in 
rotation w ith w heat would be an advan­ 
tage 
To the Michigan and New York 
farm ers of late years, however, the bean 
crop has been more rem unerative than 
w heat and has taken the place of w heat 
largely for this reason. 
Elsewhere there is more proflt to the 
farm er in raising beaus than can be ex­ 
pressed by the Immediate returns 1a dol­ 
lars and cents. 
Bean growing Is a cheap 
and certain form of crop insurance.

the elem ents of fertility, as does wheat 
and corn. the bean fam ily has the m ar­ 
velous faculty of enriching the ground. 
The leaves and tendrils of the bean plant 
not only breathe the air for their own 
nourishm ent, but they absorb the precious 
nitrogen from the atm osphere and in­ 
oculate the soil with it. 
Therefore the 
bean belongs to one of the most Im­ 
portant families of economic plant! which 
man has discovered. 
Importance of the Bean. 
"W hile there is a 
great 
variety 
of 
plant# belonging to the pulse family, of 
which the bean is a member, varying in 
Bise from low annual plants to tall, broad, 
spreading trees, there are few members 
of this group 
which 
possess 
greater 
economic im portance than does the bean.” 
Buys the United States D epartm ent of 
Agriculture. 
“Besides furnishing whole 
some, nourishing food for man and for 
anim als, tills group of plants provides the 
agriculturist w ith a m eans of securing 
from the great store of nitrogen In the 
air by the use of one of its members in 
the crop rotation of his farm a sufficient 
quantity of nitrogen to replenish th a t 
taken from the soil by other agricultural 
crops. 
Not all leguminous plants provide 
food for both man and beast and a t the 
same tim e increase the fertility of the soil 
Upon which they grow.

Even granted th a t they are 
properly grown and cured, between a very 
poor bean, which m ay be fair to look 
upon, and the choice product of Michi­ 
gan, there la a considerable difference in 
value as a food product. 
About one-fifth of the yearly crop of 
Held beans ie offered to the public In 
the form of baked beano put up w ith pork 
and tom ato sauce and requiring no fur­ 
ther preparation for the table than a few 
minutes* heating.

of 75.000.000 cans of baked beans ara void

places them in a conveyor which oarries 
them to the top of the building and drops 
them into a ohannel down which they be­ 
gin rolling. 
This channel directs thorn 
first through the sterilizing room where 
they are washed and thoroughly sterilised 
while passing.

several hundred cane of beans ie moved 
as fast as filled to the oven room. w here 
they are placed in huge Owens end sub­ 
jected to 245 degrees of heat for exactly 
ninety minutes. 
This is the m ost delicate p a rt of th e 
process. 
A slight difference In the tem ­ 
perature of the oven or a m istake In th e 
time, would spoil the whole baking.
